It must never be stored where 
there Is any dampness about, nor 
must the cable be allowed to get wel. 

The ball beariggs of the motor are 
packed with special grease . before 
leaving the factory, and no lubrica- 
tion is needed for probably three or 
four yenrs. To repack, the motor 
should be removed and fresh grease 
used—-a Job that is usually’ donc by 
experts, 


On the very rare occasions when 
motors give trouble, the cause Is 
generally a burnt-out armature, duc 
probably to using the machine on an 

" unsuitable voltage. 

This trouble {s accompanied by 
total failure of the cleancry, and is a 
job for on experienced electrician or 
the factory. : 

Erratle running, excessive spark- 
ing, and a loss of speed mean that 
‘a brush is not making proper con- 
tact with the commutator, or is very 
much: worn, .or even broken.

Growth of Cabbages 

Some people hnve proposed that 
milllons of cabbnges should be grown 
on the New Territorics—perhaps the 
idea of a cabbage in the mind of n 
person offering such suggestions fs 
what mipht be called “a food old 
Engllsh cabbage.” 

Chinese, however, have manv 
kinds of vegetabics, many of which 
are said to be varictics of Icttuce, but 
probably not all are of that type. 

It is sald that since this Agsocla-~ 
tion started, the growth of vegetables 
of many kinds hos increased very 
rently in the Territories, while fruit 
orchards and egg production: have 
also Increased. 

It has not yet been-possible to unite 
the people in co-operative sclling or 
marketing, or even in purchase of 
seed. We huve been c templating 
ordering. seed for’ them, but the un- 
certainty of -repnymetnt renders this 
impractleable, and so secd is given 
if planted: under our supervision. 

The: crops during the last half of 
the year, owing to drought (only a 
few inches of.rain have fallen since 
September and less than half an 
inch In November and December), 
have been very poor. There {fs no 
adequate supply of water, ond no 
arrangements have yet been made to 
secure n fuller supply. The patient 
and diligent farmers have found 
‘enough water to prow many veret- 
ables, ‘as may be scen In the show.

' To Be Struck 
STAMPS -AS USUAL 


An interesting situation hos ariscn 
in’ regard to. the Issue of postage 
stamps and coln following the acces- 
slon of the new King. . : 

There is no previous case of on 
English monarch having abdicated 
sinco postage stamps were first tssucd. 
It is understood, however, that ‘the 
same procedure will be adopted as 
would have been’ the case had the 
new King succeeded on the death 
of his brother. 

Despite the fact that King Edward 
will still be living as a private citizen, 
all present stocks of Edward VIII. 
stamps will be sold. These stocks, 
together with the small stocks of 
George V. stamps still remalning are 
expected to prove sufficient until a 
‘new design can be approved. - 

No Edward VIII. coins have been 
struck, The Royal Mint will, therc- 
fore, continue to strike George V. 
coinnge until dics bearing the head of 
the new monarch can be prepared. 

Hitherto, it has been customary to 

. strike colnage of the new rcign on 
January 1 following the end of the 

‘previous reign. Tho abdication of 
King Edward: so shortly before the 
end. of the year has rendered: the 
issue of new coinage within the usual 
time impracticable, 

Considerable expense has already

guilty of il-manncred and rude con- 
duct, though in o private place, and

The Pulsne Judge further said: I 
rule that the publication of the 
notice Was defamatory. The words 
‘dismissed, on account of a certain 
matter’ would; to my mind, convey 
to the mind of a person of ordinary 
intelligence the impression that an 
imputation was being made against 
the plaintiff. 


NOT PLEADED 


Continuing, Mr. D'Almada = said 
nt the conclusion of the case, the 
Pulsne. Judge ugain dealt with this 
matter, saying ‘that a reasonable man 
reading the words would understand 
them in.a defamatory. sense, us cast- 
ing on ‘mputation upon plaintiff in 
his profession, His Lerdship also held 
it was not necessary to plead an 
innuendo as he considered the words 
to be prima facie defamatory. 


Counsel submitted = that 
moment the Puisne Judge went into 
the question of imputation he entered 
immediately the piea -of Innuendo, 
whlch was not open to him because 
it was not pleaded. The words 
were in themselves defamatory apart 
from the question of whether or not 
they were capable of a defamatory 
meaning. They might be divided 
into five classes, (1) obviously de- 
fumatory, (2) prima facie defama- 
tory, (3) neutral, (4) 
innucent but capable of defamatory, 
and (5) prima facte Innocent. and in- 
capable of defamatory. 


“The case could only have come. 


under the category of No. 5,” sald Mr. 
D’Almada, “and even at its highest, 
No. 4. The fact that plaintiff had 
himself admitted he was dimissed 
and coupled with the fault in faillng 
to file an. innuendo pleading made it 
a case obviously for appeal and leave 
should therefore be granted.” 
Counsel then went on say that he 
could not find any uuthorities in the 
Supreme Court Summary Jurisdiction 
for the precedent set in an old case 
whereby three steps were necessary 


in a Summary Jurisdiction appeal.- 


The case in question was Leung 
Chi-chim vs. Leung Shiu-hing, in 
which the then Trial Judgo held that 
three steps were necessary for an 
appeal, namely an ex-parte applica- 
tion for leave to appeal on which 
occasion the Court would direct that 
a second application should be made, 
after notice to the other side, in order 
to give them the opportunity to show 
cause why Icave to appea) should not 
be granted, and if such leave was 
granted then the appeal itself would 
be heard on the third occasion. 

Counsel said he would like the 
Court to give o ruling on this point 
in order to suve expense and time, 
as he could not find any authorities 
in support of the precedent set in 
the case mentioned. . 
_ The Chicf Justice remarked that 
the. precedent was extinguishable 
from the present. case In that no 
notice had been given to the other 
side. 7 

Mr, D’Almada expressed his agree- 
ment, ‘but nodded, that the practice 
had been followed by Sir Joseph 
Kemp and Mr. Justice R, E, Lindsell. 


JUDGE DIFFERS -

due respect to the Jearned judges, he 
differed from the Full Court decision 
in the case referred to.

Many years before these words 
were written, it was said that 
if the Empire were supported by 
bayonets only, it would collapse 
like'a house of cards.

who on other issues ‘had been 
bitter critics of the Government 
eame together and joined -hands 
with the nation’s leaders, . pre- 
senting , the inspiring ‘spectacle 
of a united people, And through 
it all there. was evident the 
obvious attachment of the people 
as a whole to ‘the Throne ag an 
essential element of the national 
life. These things, or some of

I have an instinctive fecling, 
however, that human beings 
would do well not to take it too 
seriously. Even the betting ‘man 
may be tempted, after reading, 
say, that Tuesday: next weck is 
favourable for sport, to put.on 
a horse a shirt that he can ill 
afford to lose. 

It would surprise me to hear 
that it ever happened on any 
day “favourable to’sport” that 
all: the betting men who had 
consulted the astrologers back- 
ed all the right horses. 

And the trouble is that if 
astrology begins to be taken 
seriously it will begin to be 
taken seriously about far more 
important things than sport. 
People will then .consult the: 
astrologers .about business, 
health, marriage and ‘all the 
most serious concerns of the 
future; and a gloomy forecast 
from the stars may exercise an 
important influence on a man’s 
life or plunge him into. the

There is no prey jous case of an 
English monarch having abdicated 
since postage stamps were first issued, 
it is understood, however, that the 
same ‘procedure will be adopted: os 
would have been the case had the 
new King succeeded on the death 
of his brother. — . 

Despite the fact that King Edward 
will still be ving as a private citlzen, 
all present stocks of Edward VIII. 
stumps will be sold. These stocks, 
together with the ‘small stocks of 
George V.. stamps still remaining arc 
expected to prove sufficient until a 
new design can be approved. 

No Edward VIII. cols have been 
struck. The Royal Mint will, there- 
fore, continue to strike George Vv. 
coinage unt!) dies bearing the head of 
the new monarch can be prepared. 

Hitherto, it has been customary to

The Board has -found firstly that 
the vice-Captain, K. C, Naidu was 
not supported by‘ his captain, the 
Maharajah Vizlanagram; sccond that 
the Maharajah Vizianagram split up 
the team into parties; thirdly that 
the captalncy was -fyulty; fourthly 
that it was an overelarge team; 
fitthly that there was io ‘blame at- 
tached to the manager, except that 
he had not sent the players to bed 
eariler; sixthly there were no 
breaches of discipline -on the ficld; 
‘seventhly that L. Amarnath was 
guilty of ill-mannered and rude coh- 
duct, though in a private place, and 
that in view of the warnings given, 
the captain and manoger were justl- 
fied in sending him home. Neverthe- 
Jess the Board felt the punishment 
Was too severe. : 


It was recommended that the 
Board’s sentence’ imposed on 
Amarnath ‘should stand, but as he
